Very Few Deaths From Yellow 
Fever at New Orleans. 



The Death Rate Has Fallen to About 
Ten and a Half Per Cent 



N*w Orleans, Oct 5.— For 84 hours, 
closing at nightfall, there had not bv-cn 
a single death recorded in the office ol 
the board of health. Sunday there 
had been 81 new cases reported and at 
seven o'clock Monday night K3 were re- 
ported since nine o'clock Sunday night 
Sunday there were nearly 900 premises 
under surveillance, in which yellow 
fever had been declared to exist and 
in some of the houses there were 
four or five cases, yet not a 
single one had proved fatal to 24 hours. 
The result was that Monday night the 
death rate had fallen to a trifling ex- 
cess over 10a per cent and the pros- 
pects for an early stamping out of the 
disease hod been considerably bright- 
ened. 

There is no indication that the sick- 
ness will assume an epidemic form. 
All fear of that has disappeared and 
people who have their, families at other 
points arc beginning to make arrange- 
ments to bring them back. 

At a special meeting of the board of 
health Monday afternoon it was de- 
cided that the ship bringing Sicilian 
immigrants upon arrival here shall be 
detained at quarantine at the mouth 
of the river until further orders and a 
notice to this effect was sent to Col- 
lector Wilkinson. 

Six days have passed since Ocean 
Springs has had any yellow fever. If 
the present immunity from disease 
continues until Friday of the current 
week, the board of health will officially 
declare the Mississippi resort free of 
fever. Ocean Springs was the first to 
contract the disease and will probably 
be the first to get rid of it

Recently the ex President of France, 
Paul Caslmir-Perier, was cremated In 
Paris. He was a typical representative 
of the educated Frenchmen who, born 
and raised in the Roman Catholic Cburcb, 
have broken with that communion and 
developed a creed each for himself.

I believe in the immor- 
tality of the soul, in human reeponsibil 
ity, and accordingly in human liberty of 
action. 

I believe that true piety consists in 
active love, in' obedience to duty, in the 
submission to and reverence for tbo di- 
law which has been written in our 
hearts In this, too, according to my 
r , consists the only genuine kind of 
prayer. In Christ, looked at purely in 
the light of the pure Gospel, I love and 
rale the most perfect ami the most 
lovable of all the creatures that have 
nite into the world, the most e 
id in every respect the most perfect 
odel for mankind in morality and re- 
ligion. 

Filled with these feelings and full or 
abhorrence for all hypocrisy, it is not my 
wish that my body should be used for the 
glorification or benefit of auy of the ex- 
clusive churches. 

"Religion will always be found only 
where superstition has disappeared. 
Therefore it is my determination that 
whosoever accompanies my mortal re- 
mains shall not do so for the purpose of 

hibiting superstition, which would not
